[ positions and was rendered only as 
Excell can render it. It is entitled 
"Make Me Pure" and is well adapt- 
ed to the deep bass voice of its com- 
poser.

Before beginning his sermon, on 
"Why We Are Not Christians," Dr.' 
Dixon announced that his "child in 
the ministry, Dr. Broughton, of 
Georgia, %vould arrive in the city 
Thursday morning and would assist ! 
him in the services to be held in the j 
afternoon and night." Dr. Brough- 
ton is on his way to the Southern 
Baptist Association at Kansas City. 
Dr. Dixon will also attend this asso- 
ciation, which necessarily shortens, 
by a few days, his evangelistic work 
here. 

Dr. Dixon said that he felt like a 
general talk on the subject chosen, 
and not a set sermon, would be the 
best thing to-night, and maybe the 
spirit thought so, too. He said that 
he wanted to give some reasons why- 
men are not Christians, and wanted 
those in the audience who had any 
season for not accepting Christ to 
stand up and tell him what their 
reasons were. An Irishman once 
told him that he liked the Episcopal 
church because it trave a man a 
chance to "jaw back." In Boston in 
a meeting of this kind there is a 
good deal of "talking back." During 
one of their meetings they had a 
brass band and paraded about town 
in order to get men who were not in 
thehabit of going to church and soon 
had the house full. An old man 
rose in the meeting when requests 
for prayer were made and said there 
was no use in praying for him, he 
was too old. This is the excuse — not 
reason — of a great many. They say 
it is ignoble for men to live in sin j 
until they are old and then give the 
little remnant of their days to the 
service of God. A young christian 
pointed out an old, long bearded 
man standing back by the door, told 
him that it was his uncle and he 
wanted Dr. Dixon to go back there 
and talk to him. He did so. The old 
man was a wreck of what seemed to 
him a man of intelligence maybe a 
bank president. Another old man 
arose in the audience and told him 
that was not so— he had accepted 
I Christ in old age and it was the best 
, thing he had ever done in his life. 
1 Then another old man arose and said 
! he agreed with the first one who had 
j given his reason.

RAISE INCUBATOR «CAT0RS 

Growing- the Beptiles fo» «w Trade 
Proves a Paying Industry 
in Arkansas. 

IlnMiing alligators is Hit' latest 
nse to which incubators hare boon 
put. Beginning with chickens, 
docks, geese ami turkeys, the use 
of incubators was extended to os- 
triches Md babies, and now :i 
manager of an alligator farm in 
Arkansas has iiofrted the nse of 
incubators there, nays the ama- 
teur naturalist. In the New York 
Tribune, 

An alligator is in Its propagat- 
ing habits between a flsh and a 
hen. It swims in the water like a 
fish and lays eggs, but instead of 
laying them in tlx- water it goes 
out and makes a nest on the bind 
like a hen. 

In this nest it lays 25 or 30 eggs, 
and then trusts to the warm 
weather to hatch them out. The 
period of incubation of alligator 
eggs is not accurately known, but 
it is approximately five weeks, or 
a fortnight longer than chicken 
eggs, or a week longer than duck 
eggs. 

Most of the alligators hatched 
at the alligator farms are sold in 
their infancy for $1 apiece to vis- 
itors from the north. Asmanyal- 
ligators are raised lo maturity as 
the inclosed Bwampsand streams 
of the alligator farm will permit. 
They are valuable for their hides, 
which are used for bags, belts, 
purses and like purposes. 

The supply of alligators is much 
less than the demand, as the hide 
hunters have killed off all they 
•oulil tlnd, and there is as yet no 
close season in the game for their 
protection. Like the terrapin, 
they are becoming extinct in their 
wild state. 

At the alligator farms no more 
old alligators are kept than are 
needed for breeding purposes. 
Most of them are sold when a 
month or six weeks old, and the 
others are killed at an early age, 
when their hides are more pliable 
and easily worked. 

Alligator farming so far has 
proved a profitable industr,

The Oldest Church 

Wm. F. Curtis in the Chicago 
Record-Herald, says: 

Speaking of churches, E. M. Rog. 
Sf» Calls my attention to a mistake 
in one of my letters from New Or- 
leans, in which I said that the little 
chapel of Saint e Marie, built h 
Bienville in 171::, was the oldest 
church edifice in \„ rt h America ex- 
eept a 1 ■ .,, .., . \|, 

Rogers reminds me that the church 
atSmithfield. Va.. in Isle of Wight 
county, was built nearly a hundred 
years earlier, which is true. In 
front of the altar is a marble tablet 
marking the resting place of the 
Rev. Mr. Whitcraft, "who dedicated 
this edifice to God in 1631 and died 
1886, leaving one sorrowful wife and 
two mournful children." The Smith- 
land church fell into decay during 
the civil war, and was restored, roof, 
windows, floors and seats, with mon- 
ey solicited by the wife of Senator 
Mahone. of Virginia. Senators Don 
Cameron. (May, Stanford, Hale and 
others subscribed all that was neces- 
sary. Once a month the people of 
that Parish assemble for worship at 
the old church. 

Rock Creek church in Washington 
is also older than the chapel in New 
Orleans, for it was built in 1719, of 
bricks brought from England for 
ballast in ships that came over for 
tobacco. There may be other 
churches quite as old.

Statistics Show That Three 
Out of Eight People Be- 
long to Churches. 

Wm. E. Curtis says in Chicago 
Record-Herald: 

"Statistics compiled by Rev. Dr. 
H. K. Carroll and Rev. Dr. D. L. 
Leonard, upset the popular impres- 
sion that the people of the United 
States are not as religious as they 
used to be, and show that the mem- 
bership of the Christian churches is 
increasing more rapidly than the 
population of the United States, 
notwithstanding the enormous im- 
migration which amounts to three- 
quarters of a million a year. 

According to the calculation of 
the census bureau, the annual in- 
crease in population is 1.87 per cent, 
while the increase in church mem- 
bership for the year 1904 was a 
trifle*more rapid, being 1.92 per 
cent. The net gain of all Christian 
denominations was 582,878 commun- 
icants, a slight falling-off from the 
gain in 1903. There was an increase 
of 2, S 10 churches and 1,674 clergy- 
?n during the year. 
The increase in communicants 



Total 19,308,896 30,313,311 

This shows a gain of 11,004,415 for 
the fourteen years. 

Forty-three denominations are in- 
dicated, but several of them are 
split up into many divisions. There 
are seventeen kinds of Methodists, 
for example, thirteen different kinds 
of Baptists, twelve kinds of Presby- 
terians, twenty two kinds of Luther 
ans, two kinds of Jews, two kinds ol 
Mormons, four kinds of Friends and 
two kinds of Episcopalians. 

The Roman Catholic church sh 
the largest numerical increase and 
Lutheran the largest percentage, 
both being due to the enormous 
number of immigrants from Roman 
Catholic and Lutheran countries. 
The Methodists made the greatest 
gains in ministers and the Baptists 
organized the greatest number of 
churches. The Dunkards and United 
Hretheren show a falling off in mem- 
bership, the Episcopalians. Univer- 
salists and Swedenborgians in the 
number of ministers, and the Swed- 
enborgiads, Dunkards, United 
Bretheren and Friends in the num- 
ber of churches. It will surprise 
people to know that the Methodists 
have five times as many churches as 
the Roman Catholics and the Bap- 
tists nearly <ts many, though the 
Roman Catholics have 40 per cent 
mere members than the Methodists 
and 50 per cent more than the Bap- 
tists. The Presbyterians have more 
churches and more ministers in pro- 
portion to their membership than 
any other denomination, and show a 
larger increase in the number of 
churches and the number of minis- 
ters in proportion to their numbers. 

The Christian Scientists show the 
largest gain in every respect during 
the last fourteen years. Their de- 
nomination did not exist or was not 
large enough to figure in the statis- 
tics in 1890, but it now has 611 
churches, 1,222 ministers and 66,022 
members, an increase of fifty-two 
churches, 104 ministers and 5,639 
members during the year.

Commonwealth's Attorney 
Smith offered to file an affidavit and 
to enter a motion requesting the 
Judge to vacate the bench. The 
court refused both.

Carnival Ordinance. 

Be it ordained by the Board of 
Council of the City of Hopkinsville: 
That, for the purpose of authoriz- 
ing and enabling Pearl City Camp 
No. 5, Woodmen of the World, of 
Hopkinsville, Kentucky, to hold 
Spring Carnival in the City of Hop- 
kinsville, all the right and authority 
now possessed by the City of Hop- 
kinsville to control and license shows, 
exhibitions and entertainments with- 
in its corporate limits, be and the 
: hereby transferred ex- 
clusively to Pearl City Camp No. 5, 
Woodmen of the World, of Hopkins- 
ville, Ky., for a period of six days, 
beginning on the 29th day of May, 
1905. That such right and authority 
shall be exercised only in and upon 
the streets lying between Main and 
Clay streets and between Fourth 
street and Ninth street, except 
Seventh street; but it is understood 
that no part of Clay street and Main 
street are to be used for said pur- 
pose, but both Fourth and Ninth 
streets may be used for said pur- 
poses. Provided no show or shows 
are to be placed in front of any 
church upon any ot the streets men- 
tioned in this ordinance. All shows 
composing said carnival or exhibi- 
tions in the territory above described, 
are to be 1 x a ted a' d fixed by two 
committees, one committee appoint- 
ed and named by Pearl City Camp 
No. 5, W. 0. W., Hopkinsville, Ky. 
and the other committee composed 
and being the Street Committee of 
the Board of Council of the City of 
Hopkinsville. with the consent of the 
proprietor of any business house 
which any show or exhibition shall 
placed in front of, and not else- 
where in the City of Hopkinsville. 

That such shows, exhibitions or en- 
tertainments, licensed or permitted, 
shall not be of an immoral character 
or contrary to law and order; and 
that there shall be no confetti sold 
thrown at said carnival within the 
City of Hopkinsville, Ky. And all 
of said shows or exhibitions, when 
placed at the intersection of any two 
streets, are to be placed at least 15 
feet back from such intersection. 

That the passage and approval of 
this ordinance is not to be construed 
as repealing, amending or suspend- 
ing any penal laws or ordinances now 
in force in the City of Hopkingville. 

This ordinance to take effect from 
and after its passage and publication. 
Adopted May 12th, 1905.
